Of course
they greatly Injure the plants they feed
upon, nnd therefoie many plants are
In ono wnv or another protected against
such attacks.

Did ou ever stop to think why this-
tles nre so well aimed with sharp
prickles or why the ugly roadside net
tles are furnished with stinging hnlrs?
Notice cattle crazing In a Held where
thistles or nettles glow; see how care-
ful thev are to let those disagreeable
plants alone. That Is the reason for
tho ntlrgs and the spines. See this
honey locust tree bristling with its hor-
rid array of three-pointe- d thorns. What
animal Is brave enough to tiy to rob
It of Its leaves or gieat pods? Haw-
thorns, too, and lose bushes nnd black-beir- y

briars all have their sharp little
swoids and daggers to defend them-
selves against browsing animals.

Out on the wide, hot desetts of Ari-
zona nnd New Mexico those odd plants,
the cacti, grow In grent numbers. Some
of them take strange shapes tall,
fluted columns, blanching candelabra,
or mete round balls, like the melon-cactu- s.

They ate almost the only
plants that grow In some pnits of that
country, and there Is always plenty ot
sap Inside their tough skins. To the
hungry and thirsty creatures that roam
those dreary wastes In senrch of food
and water they are ery tempting.
Were they not In some way protected,
these cacti would soon be entirely

Rut natuie has made them to
be like strong forts or gieat armored
battleships among plants They urc
guarded by all sorts of sharp spines
and pilckles and fine halts that burn
when they get Into the flesh.
